THE 



THE PROSPECTS OF 
COUNTRY. 

Tho first visible results of tho Cariboo 
mining oparatious in tho present season aro 
making their appearance. Tho sum of $300,- 
COO hag urrivsd in Victoria during tho past 
weak, While this amount is unusually 
large at so early a period of the year, and is 
indicative ol immense yields when the var- 
ious claims, now in tho incipient stage of pro. 
gress, are in full operation, we must not over 
look the fact that not only is the gold I'dOB 
produced from comparatively speaking few ol 
the claims that are already opened, but many 
hundreds of people are at present idle and 
not likely to find work sufficiently soon to 
enable them to give their industry to the 
mines. 

It is necessary, therefore, in dealing with 
our mining intelligence, to review tho actual 
circumstances ol the case, and not be led 
iiway with tho gratification that so large a 
quantity of gold has found its way to Victoria 
■o early in toe year. Wo know that it is the 
idea of many that the principal function of a 
newspaper is to puff tip tho country— lo ex- 
aggerate its beauties and gloss over its de- 
fects— to make tho " Wake-up Jupiter's " 
elaim turn oat its million ounces a day, and 
" McOrocsuB' Gulch " display one moss ol 
glittering dirt. Independently of tho want oi 
integrity in this description of journalism, i, 
will be seen by those who have given the 
• lightest attention to the simplest law« ol 
political economy, that the result of such a 
course is bound to prove ultimately to the 
country most disastrous. Wo may occasional- 
ly, hoodwink short-sightcd man ; but nature 
eannot bo cheated. She is more 
inexorable than Shylock and mora 
unfeeling than Nero. Whether wo 
break her lawj unconsciously or through 
intent, it matters not, the penalty is the lame 
We have seen the injutious effects of ex- 
aggerated, or at least one-sided statements ol 
the gold mines in tho past, and the lesson is 
one— dearly purchased as it has been— 
which should not be. lust upon us. In 1862 
we had abundant satisfactory facts to lay 
before the British public. We had sub- 
stantial evidence of wealth, as we have now, 
sufficient to build ap, if properly managed, a 
large and flourishing colony. But what was 
the result? Exaggeration slept in; the 
troth was cnrelully withheld from the 
columns of the English press, and we obtained 
several thousands of a population who were 
totally unprepared for the actual state of 
nffairs. The evil of getting an unsuitable 
immigra'ion, however, was not the ODly 
drawback. The temporary increase to our 
population caused an immediate domand lor 
house rent. Every owuer of a lot com- 
menced at once to build, and land was mort- 
gaged nt a high rate of interest to pay 
for the improvements on the top of it. 
Gradually the immigration ceased, and 
gradually the influx became dispersed— a 
large portion of it to the mine?, to come back 
disguBted and leave (or California. Then it 
was that a dim idea got hold of enthusiastic 
speculators that it Was one thing to induce 
men to come to the country, and another to 
retain them when they came. Houses be- 
came tenantless, and many who had mort- 
gaged their property for the purpose of 
building wore obliged to sell their laud to 
pay the interest. Victoria is, in lact, this 
present moment paying the penalty fur the 
folly of 'C2, suffering tho reaction consequent 
on the over-speculation of that period. Of 
coutbo in tho '•rush," two years ago, it was 
but natural to expect that sumo portion ol 
the incoming wealth would adhero to the 
country, and it did ; but the evils which re- 
sulted from that unfortunate, indiscrimioato, 
thoughtless immigration will, for years to eomo, 
have its baneful influence on the Engish mind. 
We shall, of course, have British capitalists 
who understand our actual condition, con- 
tinuing to invest thoir money in tho country, 
with enormous profitablo results to them- 
selves; but we may trmKe up our mind to the 
fact that another English immigration is a 
thing we need not expect for some time to 
come. 

We aro now on the eve, probably, of an- 
other mining excitement. The Kootnnais 
country promises to make as great a noise as 
Cariboo. From Colville, Irom Walla Walla, 
and the Dalles, men are rushing to this new 
auriferous locality .villi all the enthusiasm ol 
the early miner, before disappointment hud 
chilled tho warmth of hope. Wo hail the 
fact ofdiggings being struck in this qtiartei 
as the surest guarantee lor the stability of the 
country. We anticipate no hall ton of gold 
coming down every week; no fortunes of fifty 
or a hundred thousand dollars being made in 
a season; but wo have good reason to believe 
lhat fair wages can be made in almost any 
place nlong the Kootnnais river, for miles 
north of the buundury line. The promptitude 
with which the British Columbian Gov- 
ernment has met tho foreseen neces- 
sities of a trail to make the Hope route 
nt once available, and the appointment of a 
magistrate to the new diggings, give good in- 
dications that Governor Seymour is con- 
vinced of the fact, that tho sooner cheaper 
mines than Cariboo aro opened up the bettor. 
The gold in this now locality is coarBO and 
noggely— pieces weighing as much as live 
ounces having been already picked up by 
those at work. The Iirilish Columbian 
route rutiB through a magnificent grazing 
country- and, with the exception of u few 
'■'miles between Hope and Similkainoen, is an 
excellent line of travel. When tho improve- 
ments to the communication which aro now 
being carried on or projected, are completed, 
provisions can bo forwarded to Koola« 
nnis at prices very much under the high 
rates at Cariboo. Cattlo can be bud in 
abundanco from the American territory, 
so that tho risk of testing the new mines is 
by no moans of that gigantic character 
which places such an obstruct ion in tho wuy 
of the poor man at Williams or Lowbee 
Creeks. So far as is known, tho gold seems 
to be inoro generally dilfused than nn any of 
the diggings that have been Opened since '58. 
From private information which is in our 
possession, wu ure justified in hazarding the 
prediotiou thnt before two mouths ore over 
thousnndn of the miners whonro npw in Bois e 
will be found at work on tho Kootnnais 



river. With these pictures of our future 
prosperity beforo us — the increasing yield of 
the gold mines at Cariboo, and the opening 
up of a naw, and, wo believe, more profitable 
region farther south— there is everything to 
give an impotus as well be etability to tho 
progress of Victoria; but we hope, for the 
suke of a prosperous future, that exaggera- 
tion or one-sided truths will be indulged in 
neither hnro nor in our " foroign correspond- 
ence." Wo want no mors reactions, which 
have mode Victoria the present summer the 
dullest in her commercial history. In a few 
months we shall bo again in brisk times, and 
the mercurial spirit of our population 
will be as much elated as ii has rocently been 
dejected ; bnt wo hope that in the over- 
changing lortunes ol a mining country, we 
shall become accustomed to the sudden flow 
of prosperity, ns well as tho equally sudden 
reverse, and that while over-speculation will 
not catch us in the former, in tho latter wu 
shall not bo found depressed.

Manufacture of Turi-intinh. — Mr. 
Donsldson, who in Company with Mr. 
Dawson has been for the last six weeks en- 
gaged iu the manufacture of spirits of tur- 
pentine and rosin, has just shown us a 
sample from a lot uf 100 gallons of tho 
former article made by them at their estab- 
lish inoiit at South Saanioh. It is perfectly 
pure and very strong, and has been pro- 
nounced bv painters and others, to whom it 
has been e hown, to be of as good quality as 
they hive ever seen. Both of the manu- 
facturers have hail experience in tho Caro- 
lina.*, the greatest turpentine countries in the 
world, anil they are oonfidtol that this island 
presents an excellent field for the business. 
Toe turpentine is fouutt in the common tir 
lice, which abounds in all parts of the 
island, and h obtained by boring with a 
common auger. Only those trees which 
nre supposed to contain cavities " blisters " or 
" wi ndshakes " are bored, and these whan 
tapped yield from 1 to 10 or 12 gallon* of Ihe 
liquid gum. Tins is then distilled in the 
ordinary way, the residue forming the rosin. 
1' he beb\ gum Irees are Ion ml on rolling land 
with good soil, some lilllo skill being re- 
quired to select the trees containing the 
cavities where the fluid lodges. It is only 
found in healthy trees, and never in those 
that have been badly scorched by fire, as the 
gum in that 'case exudes through the bark. 
The manufacturers aro prepared to buy all 
the raw turpentine which may bo oflered 
them, m a rem u iterative price. They say

$130,000 in Treasure; 

The news from tho gold fields is lo the 
9th inst. 

The steamer Alexandra arrived from New 
Westminster on Saturday raoruing with 10 
passengers and $30,000 in gold. 

The 6toamer Ottei arrived at C o'clock on 
Saturday evening with 20 pas3em'.ei8 and 
5100,000 in treasure, or wh-ch $78,000 be- 
longed to thn Bank of British Columbia. 

Tho Alexandra brought tho Cariboo ex- 
press which had boen loft last trip at Soda 
Creek. 

The news from Cariboo id highly encour- 
aging. Tho Ericsson, Rankin, Wake-up- 
Jake, Caledonia, and several other well 
known cluiins are Inking out huge i|uanlilios 
of gold, varying, from 20 to 400 ounoes per 
day. Others, in Oooklin's gulch, MoArthur's 
gulch, nnd the upper croek, are beginning 
lo pay. An immense quantity of maobincry 
is being put in in different purls of tho creek, 
and the amount of work done nnd the quan- 
tity of «old taken oul will undoubtedly far 
exceed any previous year. 

The lied Rock Drain is nearly completed, 
and its beneficial effects on a number of 
claims, supposed to be among tho richest in 
Caiiboo, will be incalculable. 

Tho weather on Williams' Creek has been 
very fine and warm ; the general health so 
fur, has heeu good, but a few cases of moun- 
tain fever had occurred. Win. Cunningham 
had been very ill, but was recovering, Judge 
O'Reilly had arrived, and taken his sent on 
the Bench. Hamilton, the deputy eborifT. 
had resigned; his place hud not yet been 
filled. 

A tremendous fire broke out below Csru- 
eronlown on June 1st, nnd spiead rapidly 
among the dry brush and fallen timber, ex- 
tending over to U.irkerville and Uiehlield. 
doing a vast amount of damage nt all thiec 
places. The towns wero with ditliculty saved 
from complete destruction. A great many 
cabins, with wheels, Humes, lumber, firewood, 
etc., were destroyed. Several miners bad 
narrow oscapes Irom bein^ burnt to death 

Provisions were tolerably plenty, at mode- 
rate rales. A good many idle men were on 
the Creek, but lliore would soon bo work lor 
ail. 

LETT3R FROM CARIBOO. 
(VltOM OL'R SrRCIAL COR RESPONDS NT ) 

IUciIPlKLD, Juno 1st, 1864. 

Tho weather for the last month with ihe 
exception of a few days, has reallyjbeen de- 
lightfully plensant. At this nine last year 
the ereek presented a bleak, wintry uspsct— 
not at all alleviated by an alternate fall of 
snow and rain. In a latitude 3 J norlh of 
Cusbec, whore vast fields of ice nro only be- 
ginning to move towards the ocean, it seems 
rather strange to the observer that Ibe most 
desirable summer weather should leign.
